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ANNUAL MEETING 

The 15th Annual Meeting of the Horseless 
Carriage Club, reviewed elsewhere in this issue, 
was a great success. The business meeting held 
prior to the dinner, to which all regional 
groups were invited to send representatives, was 
for the purpose of discussing any policies and 
problems confronting the regional groups. 


Spokesmen from nine HCC Regional Groups 
were Present. Among the matters discussed was 
that of committees to be appointed from the 
members of the national board to handle various 
Phases of club business and activities. Each 
board member has been assigned to handle two or 
more committees. This year the committee chair- 
men and their respective jobs will be as foll- 
ows: Advertising, Floyd Clymer and Herb Pren- 
tice; Gazette,Floyd Clymer and Alfred Lewerenz; 
Publicity, Bill Harrah and Ralph DePalma; Reg- 
ional Groups,Bob Gottlieb and Lindley Bothwell; 
Activities, Harry Johnson; Legal,Steadman Smith 
and Bob Gottlieb; Co-ordinating, Steadman Smith 
and Alfred Lewerenz. Each committee will make 
a written monthly report which report will be 
incorporated into the minutes of the Board. 


The annual tour for 1953 was discussed at 
length, with the dates and destination being 
fixed. The dates are Friday, Saturday, Sunday, 
and Monday, June 12, 13, 14, and 15. The route:

Fire started by faulty wiring 
and fed by exploding gasoline 
tanks destroyed the Davis Mam- 
moth Mercantile Co. in Mammoth 

‘early Saturday morning, August 
23. The Winkleman Fire De- 
partment courageously fought the 
blaze, but was unable to save 
the owner of the company, Mr. 
Alva Davis, from an _ estimated 
$70,000 loss. 

It is thought the blaze started 
around 2:00 a. m. in the ware- 
house from a faulty section of wir- 
ing installed shortly before Mr. 
Davis bought the building. 

Residents of Mammoth fought 
the blaze successfully with gar- 
den hoses and buckets until the 
fire reached the gasoline tanks 
of several antique automobiles 
collected by Mr. Davis and kept 
in the warehouse. 

Exploding gasoline spread the 
flames to other parts of the build- 
ing and it became impossible to 
control the roaring blaze.

Only then was the Winkleman 
Fire Department called. It ar- 
rived to find the flames of the 
Mercantile building completely 
out of control and dangerously 
threatening surrounding build- 
ings. Working valiantly with 
their limited equipment and on 
several occasions actually risking 
their lives, the men battled the 
raging blaze for two hours to 
save nearby houses and the adja- 
cent county road camp where 
equipment and quantities of gaso- 
line and oil were stored. 

Stock estimated by Davis at 
$70,000 was completely lost plus 
several thousands in antique auto- 
mobiles. One 1913 Packard tour- 
ing car was salvaged. The com- 
pany was insured at only 25% of 
value. 

This is the second time fire 
disaster has struck Davis. Sever- 
al years ago he lost 16 antique 
cars valued at thousands of dollars 
when fire destroyed the ware- 
house in Tucson where they were 
stored.

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There are two routes from here to Escon- 
dido, one straight on by the Indian reser- 
vation, fording the San Luis Rey River at 
Pala, and thence climbing long, hard grades 
which are nagging and tiresome; the other 
through Rainbow Pass to Red Mountain 
Ranch, and thence to Bonsall, where the 
river is forded and the road leads by Vista, 
Buena, San Marcos and Richland. When 
the river is high and impracticable to ford, 
it is necessary to go from Rainbow to Fall- 
brook and thence to San Luis Rey, where 
there is a bridge. This makes a detour 
oi several miles on each side of the river, 
going down one side to the bridge and up 
the other, but it is really well worth whil- 
to do this, on account of the interesting 
scenery, and for a visit to the San Luis 
Rey Mission, the best preserved of all the 
missions in southern California. 
MOUNTAIN ROADS. 

The journey across the mountains from 
Temecula to Red Mountain Ranch, Fall- 
brook and beyond, until the road drops to 
the river level, is arduous and slow, the 
grades being not only numerous, but re- 
markably steep. When I went over them, 
a recent heavy rainfall had cut deep fur- 
rows and gullies in many places, and in 
spots half the road was washed out so 
completely that we had to build it up again 
with stones, branches and earth, in order 
to get a foothold for our wheel. Further- 
more, it was necessary for my companions 
to walk behind the car and block the 
wheels when I was compelled to stop and 
let my engine speed up, for on some of the 
25 per cent. to 30 per cent. climbs, my two 
brakes would not hold, and I had no sprag. 
I can climb grades up to 20 per cent., carry- 
ing a full load, without stopping at all, but 
above that I have to frequently stop to 
prevent my engine from dying, speed up, 
and so work my way. 

From Fallbrook to San Luis Rey, the 
road is good. Between there and Vista, it 
is indifferent and doubtful. Near Buena, 
to speak real plainly, it is “bum.” It re- 
covers its good nature to some extent at 
San Marcos, and from Richland to Escon- 
dido we.are pleased enough to forgét its 
past faults. This is a good place to break 
our journey and spend our second night. 
It is 80 miles from Elsinore, even by the 
shorter route, and the remaining 35 to 
San Diego and Coronado will be en- 
joyed more thoroughly by covering them 
leisurely the next morning. We follow the 
stage road, by Bernado and Poway, through 
a rolling country at first, then over a wide 
plain colored, like a crazy quilt; by myriads 
of wild flowers. We have heard of the 
Poway grade, and when we begin to climb 
and continue doing so for only a couple 
of miles, we wonder what people mean by 
making special mention of it. We soon find 
out, for the two-mile grade is but a prelim- 
inary. The Poway grade is not such a 
steep one, averaging probably less than 10 
per cent., but it is four miles and a half 
long, and we reach the highest altitude of 
our ehtire trip. The last time I climbed 
it. the rain had washed it badly, sharp 
stones and loose stones abounded, and I 
anticipated tire trouble at any moment. 
But good luck was with me, as it has been 
the whole season, for I have had only three 
punctures and have changed only one outer 
tire in 6,000 miles. Stopping our engine 
and coasting down to the level, we find 
ourselves on a broad mesa on which we 
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Tue Poway Grane. 


speed south for 10 miles, rabbits and 
quails scurrying across our path at frequent 
intervals. Another drop down grade 
through a little canyon brings us to the old 
town of San Diego and a final tussle with 
some deep sand, a climb to the heights 
above the city and a last coast down to the 
ferry, land us at our journey’s end, and we 
are ready for a plunge in the Pacific and a 
good lunch at the Hotel del Coronado. 


Edge’s Non-Stop Record Run. 


Cecil Edge completed his 2,000-mile run 
in a 15-h. p. Napier car at the headquarters 
of the Automobile Club of Great Britain 
and Ireland, London, at 12 minutes past 
4 o'clock on Friday afternoon, April 29.

All the wood work, including new cowl and 
dash board, but excepting the frame,was replac- 
ed. The wood frame was found to be in sound 
condition. The seats were reupholstered with 
genuine black cowhide and even the upholsterers 
tape was made out of the same kind of new 
leather. 


The car was originally equipped with 32x 
3% clincher tires, but inasmuch as this size is 
no longer obtainable, the spokes were cut down 
to accomodate 30 x 34% Ford wood felloe bands 
and non-demountable clincher rims. This made it 
possible to equip the car with new tires and 
tubes, and still retain the original hubs and 
spokes. 


All bright metal parts are nickel plated, 
and the body is painted a Brewster green with a 
yellow running gear.

ebrated his 70th birthday on Tuesday, December 
10th, 1952. 


And a gang of friends of one of the 
greatest of all auto racing drivers honored him 
with a testimonial dinner at the Statler. 


Favorite anecdotes 


With tears in his eyes, DePalma thanked 
the gang for many lauditory tributes. Seemingly 
everyone had a favorite anecdote about’ the 
leading knight of the roaring road. 


And there were Plenty of yarns to. spin. 
Just figure all that happened during a 26-year 
span of racing prior to his retirement in 1934. 
’Uncle Ralph’ won 2557 of 2889 racing starts! 
He won two American Automobile Association nat- 
ional championships, four national dirt track 
titles, 36 championship 100-mile races, the 
Canadian title, the Indianapolis 500-miler, two 
Vanderbilt Cup races, three Elgin road races, 
and two Cobe Trophy victories among other acc- 
omplishments in the speed world. 


World Record 


He was the first driver to hit a world 
record of 149.86 m.p.h., driving a Packard, in 
1919 at Daytona Beach, Florida. 


His accomplishments for the automotive 
industry and on the bicycle,motorcycle and auto 
racing circuits kept the gang remembering well 
into the night. 


Among those present at the large gather- 
ing to pay homage to the ever-popular Ralph 
were Old-time racing drivers Joe Thomas, John 
DePalma, Louis Nikrent, Pete DePaolo (Ralph’s 
nephew), Ralph Hamlin, Domenich Basso, Art Klein, 
and starter Norman Manning. Racing drivers of 
the later era who were there included Johnny 
Parsons, Danny Oakes, Henry Banks, and Duke 
Nalon. The ’middle era,’ that period between 
the old-timers and the present day racing great 
was represented by the following well - known 
names of the racing world: Jean Marcenac, Ernie 
Ohlsen, Tony Gulotta, ’Babe’ Stapp,Leo Goosens, 
Fred Offenhauser, and Louis Meyer. 


Other famous names of the automotive 
world were conspicuous by their homage to the 
greatest living race car driver; these included 
J. Frank Duryea, Earle C. Anthony, Johnny Moore, 
J. C. Agajanian, Charles Elmendorf, Charles 
Jaeger and Floyd Maxwell. Another famous person- 
age present to pay tribute to a man he respects 
and admires was George McManus, the cartoonist 
and long-time author of ’Bringing Up Father.’

Nine presidents have served the 
States in the automotive era. 
hower is the tenth. 


United 
Dwight D. Eisen- 


He is the fifth to do his own driving, and 
the sixth president to ride in an automobile 
rather than a carriage in the inaugural parade. 


Grover Cleveland occupied the White House 
in 1893 when Frank Duryea made his’ historic 
drive in the first American-made gasoline pow- 
ered motor vehicle. But, as president, he never 
ventured a ride in one of the new contraptions. 


Through tragic curcumstances, 
successor who became the first U. S. president 
to be carried in a motor vehicle. President 
William McKinley was rushed to a hospital ina 
motor ambulance after an assassin’s. bullet 
wounded him fatally at the Pan American Ex- 
position, September 6, 1901. 


it was his 


Ironically, the president who introduced 
automobiles at the White House was Theodore 
Roosevelt,an enthusiastic horseman. But the old 
*Rough Rider’ appreciated the practicality of 
the motor car and he used it frequently for 
both official and unofficial transportation. 


The next chief executive, William H.Taft, 
was an ardent motorist before coming to Wash- 
ington. He was the first president to have an 
official auto fleet at his disposal. Today, the 
White House fleet, including the Secret Service 
Cars, numbers about 36 vehicles. 


Although President Taft disposed of all 
the White House horses and carriages, the trad- 
itional ’carriage and four’ continued to convey 
the incoming and outgoing presidents in the in- 
augural until Warren G. Harding took office 
in 1921. Harding was also the first president 
who could drive, but his guards never allowed 
him to take the wheel. 


A more lenient Secret Service attitude 
Prevailed by the time of Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
who enjoyed driving his own specially equipped 
car. Former President Truman, too, likes to 
drive. 


President Dwight D. Eisenhower learned to 
use motor vehicles in the army and directed the 
greatest motorized fighting force of all time.

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FORTUNE Magazine Editor Wilder Hobson, who

At present he swears that the 5,700 pound 
6 cylinder 7 passenger limousine has all the 
comforts of the Queen Mary-- including a foot- 
lever that lubricates the entire chassis when 
Pushed once or twice. He also gets a kick out 
of the remarks people make. The universal reac- 
tion: Somebody will slap the hood or a fender, 
and say: ’They just don’t build cars that way 
anymore.’ Some are more original. Once, as Hob- 
son pulled up to a red light, a small boy leer- 
ed: ’My, what big eyes you have, Grandma!’ The 
comment that pleased Hobson most occured ata 
Route No. 1 gas station in Connecticut. A local 
rustic got out of his Model A, leaned over to 
hear Odette’s purring motor, and observed: 
*Clicks ’em off mighty purty, don’t she?’

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The Strange 
Tale of th the 


ALCO

= everybody has heard of the ’ Alco,’ 
that powerful, costly, super-ultra-ultra job 
built for 7 years under the aegis of The Amer- 
ican Locomotive Company,from 1906 to 1913. Many 
have wondered why a car backed by a $50,000,000 


bankroll couldn’t succeed--- where many shoe- 
string operators made money with cars far less 
well-engineered, and soundly built. 

Yet, unfortunate Alco was born a_ step- 
child, and died an unwanted misfit; in all of 
its days it never had as much as one 24-hour 


period of real success. And the story behind it 
is one of the strangest and most incredible of 
all the long automotive account. 


Alco’s last year, 1913, was an important 
one to the industry. Henry Ford’s trust-busting 
smash of the Selden Patent combine had thrown 
the field wide open to newcomers. The cyclecar 
craze was just getting under way. The electric 
starter and electric lights were proven, prac- 
tical accessories at last, widening the all- 
round usefulness of the automobile a thousand- 
fold. Vast production improvements, and advanced 
engineering techniques, again largely pioneered 
by Ford, made competitive pricing profitable, 
and opened up additional huge markets for cars. 


So with nothing but green lights and good 
news ahead, Alco gave up the ghost. For weeks 
before, the management had been issuing jaunty 
statements about brave new plans, and glorious 
future developments. Then, on August 13th, the 
last directors’ meeting was held, and on the 
14th, ’For Sale’ signs went up on the company’s 





large and well equipped factory branches in New 


York, Chicago, Montreal, Boston and Philadelphia. 
The considerable dealer organization was can- 
celled out by telegram, with instructions to 


return parts stocks for credit to the company’s 
one remaining warehouse in Long Island City, 
just across the river from Manhattan. Service 
for Alco cars, trucks, and taxicabs was guar- 
anteed from this point for years to come, or as 
long as any owner wanted to drive his Alco. But 
Alco was through with the game, otherwise. 

*Bingo!’--- just like that. 

It was back in 1906 when the American 
Locomotive Company, largest builders of railway 
engines in the world, decided that if their 
English competitors could go to town with the 
Rolls Royce, an American car of the same general 
high quality would succeed here. To 
stampede, American manufacturing rights to the 
French Berliet machine were secured on a royal- 
ty basis from the parent company in Lyons, 
France, and production started in a disused 
R.I. 


railway engine plant in Providence, 
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But after three years of the American- 
Berliet, the agreement was dissolved, and a 
better car, under the coined name ’Alco’ was 
started down the lines. And in launching the new 
beauty, the first of a series of colossal errors 
in judgement was also launched: The company de- 
cided to make and market trucks under the same 
name, a move that both Packard and Pierce Arrow 
later found couldn’t be made with a snob-market 
automobile. Alco was featuring such exotic body 
types as berlines, laundelets, limousines, and 
other assorted boulevard cream-puffs, with a 
distinctly Bar Harbor, Newport, and 5th Avenue 
appeal and price tags to match. And you can’t 
feel very exclusive in your plush-lined barr- 
ouche when a big beer-truck bearing the same 
exclusive label ranges up alongside.Or when the 
raffish driver of a municipal garbage can looks 
at your radiator emblem, and then hails you as 
a brother. True, it Was democracy at its finest 
perhaps. But the ’400’ wasn’t having any--- at 
least, not in 1909. 


Initially, the Alco Company set up a pro- 
duction quota of about 500 top-quality vehicles 
a year. But there was no attempt at standard- 
ization, except in a few remote mechanical de- 
tails, and in the source of the paint that went 
on the jobs. Beyond that,the sky was practical- 
ly the limit in body styles, wheelbases, equip- 
ment, and color-- you named it, and Alco deliv- 
ered it. (Roamer tried that stunt in the ’ 20’s, 
too; anybody seen a new Roamer agency opening 
up lately?) In 7 years, Alco brought out no less 
than 57 varieties-- cars, not pickles--for Alco 
introduced exactly that many so-called ’ stand- 
erd’ models in that time, plus endless hybrids, 
cross-breeds, and custom-type creations. With 
the result that stock-chasers and production 
men spent hours looking for the particular 
parts that were supposed to go on to the par- 
ticular car on which they happened to be work- 
ing. 


When the resulting confusion seemed just 
about perfect, taxicabs were added to the line 
of cars and trucks, thus adding more body 
styles, and more parts. At this point, no less 
than 6 different models were coming through the 
shop, each of them in effect a special and sep- 
arate automobile. There was a 4-cylinder car, a 
6-cylinder car, a 2-ton truck, @ 5-ton truck, a 
new 3-ton truck, and the taxis. Not to mention 
a few odd fire engines, thrown in for _ good 
measure. Too bad the company couldn’t have for- 
seen power lawnmowers, and motor scooters, and 
got started in those fields, too! 


But something almost as good was’ dreamed 
up. Alco got all wound up on the subject of 
race cars, along about here, and an Alco Team 
was formed with Harry Grant at the head of it. 
Matter ot fact, the boys twice won the Vander- 
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bilt Cup with their Alcos, but it was tough on 
the after-guard to have all regular work side- 
tracked while the cup defenders were being 
readied for the next go-round. Like Stephen 
Leacock’s famous character who ’mounted his 
horse, and rode madly off in all directions’ 
Alco did its best to be heading in all direc- 
tions at once. The theory being that if you’ve 
got a $2 bet riding on every goat in the race, 
you’ re bound to come up with a Winner even if 
you lost your hair, hide, and upper and lower 
dentures doing it. 


But the sad figures showed Alco losing 
important money on every single vehicle it 
built--- losing it with monotonous regularity. 
Sobs and screams of anguish that could be heard 
as far west as Albany, and sometimes Harrisburg, 
featured every directors’ meeting. The constant 
question there was-- ’How are we going to get 
some business, and get out of the red?’ They 
were getting the business,all right, but it was 
their own methods that were giving it to them. 
Here’s a sample: 


The taxis were listed at around $2100.00, 
f.o.b. But the record showed that each and 
every one of them had an actual shop cost for 
time and materials of about $2600.00! Four cyl- 
inder cars listed at $3600.00 retail cost 
$3700.00 to build. And of course, there was a 
little matter of about $500 sales and advertis- 
ing cost to be charged against each unit in ad- 
dition. And in theory, at least,each unit should 
also pay a part of the company’s fixed charges 
or burden-- the basic cost of keeping the front 
door open, and the wheels ready to turn. Thirty 
or forty years later,the boys could have gotten 
a government hand-out to take care of things

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like these, but in 1909 they were strictly on 
their own, as far as profit and loss went. So 
Alco lost. And lost. And lost. 


But apparently it didn’t lose fast enough 
so other cute gimmicks were thought up to fur- 
ther insure failure. Expensive automatic pro- 
duction machinery of the latest type was inm- 
ported from England and Germany, and installed 
in the plant. Units that cost $50,000 apiece 
were set up to bang out a couple of hundred 
axles or crankshafts a year. Other machines were 
added to make parts that had already been de- 
clared obsolete. And while a job shop could have 
been organized in these departments, to make 
standard parts on contract for other builders, 
thus help amortize the cost of the equipment, 
Alco proudly turned down all business from 
these sources. 


And then somebody in Engineering came 
through with a real cutie. The metric system of 
measurement was being urged for adoption in the 
United States about this time, since it was

based on units of 10, just like our coinage 
system. So Alco started turning out some parts 
in metric dimensions, while continuing with 
others made to the old inch scale. Ever try to 
Put a metric nut on a standard bolt? No wonder 
they said the boys in the Alco shop took to 
sneaking over to the saloon on the corner, ac- 
ross from the plant; frustration has driven 
plenty of other men to drink! 


But for a real prize-winning effort, con- 
sider this: Due to the company’s perennial tar- 
diness with its development work, and the sub- 
sequent setting up of the new models for the 
ensuing year, Alco was always 4 to 6 months be- 
hind the field with the introduction of its new 
cars. Result: Every year at change-over. time, 
from 50 to 150 cars of the current crop were 
left on hand, unsold and out-dated. These were 
routed down the production line a second time 
for a complete face-lifting to make them re- 
semble the newer cars, so that they could be 
quietly sold and delivered right along with the 
next year’s crop. Actually, it would have been 
cheaper to junk then. 


Anybody who has ever tried to customize a 
stock car knows what kind of labor and expense 
this work entails. But Alco grimly re-worked 
from a tenth to a half of the production, each 
and every year they lasted. Meanwhile, the pur- 
chasing department was busily engaged in buying 
vast amounts of raw material that would never 
be used--- special steels to make 5,000 gear 
boxes on 500 cars, and so on. Off the record, 
old-timers told of such things as having 2,700 
axles on hand for a custom model of which only

12 or 14 were ever built. And of machines and 
even whole departments that kept on grinding 
Out production parts for obsolete models for 
weeks after they had been dropped, just because 
no one thought to carry them the word. 


Finally, even the fat bank roll of the 
parent company couldn’t stand the strain any 
more,and a thorough house-cleaning,coupled with 
a right-about face on basic policies was de- 
manded. New management was installed from top 
to bottom, and strong, reassuring blasts came 
out of the front office, indicating Alco’s conm- 
pletely new and better approach to the problem 
of manufacturing automobiles. A new force of 
engineers was called upon to design a whole new 
car, in step with the times. It was to bea 
light six of advanced design, featuring hitherto 
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unheard-of power, speed, economy, style, and 
car-of-the-future desirability. 


Then the boom came down on everybody’s 
unprotected head with a dull and lethal thud. 
Coming out of the purple fog of creative frenzy 
and with three test models costing $40,000 
apiece already out on the roads, Alco took its 
first real look at competition...and discovered 
to its horror that this time they were not a 
few weeks or months behind the rest of the par- 
ade-- they were a whole two years behind; their 
projected 1914 Wonder- Wagon had been put on the 
market by others as early as the fall of 1911 
and the spring of 1912. Alco had been scooped, 
once and for all. And the big locomotive conm- 
pany which had been patiently bank-rolling all 
this uproar for seven long years exploded with 
one final statement! 


*We’ve seen enough--- close up the joint, 
and take down the sign!’ 


And that was curtains for Alco.Of course, 
if there’s any moral here, for anyone in bus- 
iness or government, about spending and spend- 
ing, and piling confusion upon confusion, and 
figuring that the basic bankroll is so big it’s 
virtually unspendable, I’m sure I never meant 
to bring it up. I’m just trying to tell a story 
about an automobile company that went bust, do- 
ing just that.

COLD WEATHER STARTING 

To prime the engine for a cold weather 
start, fill the closed priming cups to the top 
with a mixture consisting of half gasoline and 
half ether. Open the cocks and allow the fluid 
to run down into the cylinders, close the cocks 
and crank. 


Model T Ford owners can make a cold morn- 
ing start easier if they will release the emer- 
gency brake lever after the car is stopped and 
the engine is turned off. Doing this the night 
before a cold start is anticipated will press 
the oil from between the plates in the trans- 
mission with a resultant lack of drag when the 
emergency brake lever is returned to its usual 
position before the car is cranked. 


MAGNETO CARE 

Vaseline is suitable for lubricating the 
ball bearings in a magneto. When magnets’ are 
disassembled, place an iron bar across ends to 
retain magnetism. 


SOLID RUBBER TIRES 

Hoopes, Bro. & Darlington, of West Chest- 
er, Pennsylvania, apply all sizes of rubber 
tires to both horse drawn and the antique auto 
Wheels. You may ship your wheels to them if you 
live in that area. They will make the complete 
installation. If you live too far away (freight 
costs are high) it has been suggested that you 
try to locate someone in your area who can _ in- 
stall the tires,and purchase the rubber and the 
internal wire from Hoopes, Bro. & Darlington. As 
a sample price, 1% inch internal wire type rub- 
ber tiring costs 44¢ per foot and the high ten- 
sile wires 16 inches long cost 22¢ each. From 6 
inches to 8 inches more rubber is applied to 
each wheel than the exact circumference, this 
amount being compressed so that the ends will 
stay closed at the joint. The rubber comes’ in 


reels of 100 feet and is sold in any length up 
to a full reel. 


A suggested source of installation is the 
Persons who take care of the breaking carts 
used in training horses or the hard rubber tir- 
ed wagons still used by the junk collectors in 
some of the large cities.

White lead and olive oil may be mixed to 
make a thick paint which can be applied between 
the leaves of the springs of your Horseless 
Carriage. This will provide lasting lubrication 
and it has the added advantage of being easy to 
wipe from the sides of the springs before’ the 
springs are to be painted.

he 1932 Series KB Lincoln is a 12 cylin- 
der model. This car was built by Lincoln but the 
body was built by Murphy in Pasadena,Calif. The 
motor is a V12, has 448 cubic inches’ displace- 
ment, developing 150 hp. It has 145 inch wheel- 
base. This car was also completely restored in 
my shop. It is painted a 1952 Chevrolet cherry 
red with black fenders and cherry red _ wheels.

1920. We also completely restored this car in 
Our shop and it is painted a deep maroon. sim- 
ilar to the color used on cars in that year. As 
you might see, I like the red colors on automo- 
biles. It also has black fenders and natural 
wood wheels. 


The 1930 Cadillac V16 7-passenger sedan 
has been Owned by three people including myself 
and it was as clean inside as a new automobile 
when I purchased it. The outside was a glossy 
black. Still looks very nice, and I believe it 
to be the original paint job. The car has been 
driven including the miles that I have driven 
it, only 37,000 miles. It has a 185 hp valve in 
head engine of 452 cubic inch displacement. RG 
is by far the finest automobile of the group to 
drive on the road. Although it is a sedan,it is 
not top-heavy because it is very low for a 1930 
model. The speedometer on this car would regis- 
ter 115 mph or maybe more, but I feel it is at 
a rate probably 20% fast at that speed.

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Detroit Electric 
Causes Comment

Maybe you laughed when Jim 
Handy, Facilities Engineering, 
Div. 04, pulled up to the door 
of HAC in his 1918 Detroit Elec- 
tric. But see who has the last 
laugh after you answer these 
questions. 

Are you bothered with back 
seat drivers? Not the driver of 
this car. Its handlebar-type steer- 
ing mechanism is already located 


wwe” the back seat. Passengers may 
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sit beside him or occupy the 
swivel-type front seats. 

Did your motor drown out in 
last winter’s hard rain storms? 
Consider the advantages of the 
1918 model. Located a good two 
feet above the ground, it’s not 
only protected from high water 
but also stands out like a beacon 
in a crowded parking lot. 

Afraid of strikes in the oil in- 
dustry? “Fill ’er up” in electric 
car jargon means plugging the 
car into a 110-volt electrical out- 
let, attaching a small charger to 
convert the juice from AC to DC, 
and leaving it over night. By 
morning it’s ready to roll, and 
with a 112-volt, 15-kwh battery is 
good for 75 to 80 miles without 
recharging. 


‘Have trouble gulping down 





breakfast before time to leave for 
work? The electric car owner can 
hook up his toaster and electric 
percolator in the car, and as he 
drives to work his breakfast 
cooks. 

Is your jalopy in the $15,000 
class? Adjusting its 1918 price of 
$3,700 to present standards, this 
car is definitely in the upper 
brackets. What’s more, its weight 
of 3800 pounds also serves to put 
it in the luxury class. 

Are garage bills about to get 
you down? The electric car never 
requires an oil change, has no 
valves to grind, no gears to shift 
—it’s like making the starter mo- 
tor in your present car large 
enough to drive it and disposing 
of the engine, clutch, and trans- 
mission, and getting a battery big 
enough to keep up the starting 
motor. 

Jim came by this gem through 
his membership in the Horseless 
Carriage Club, an organization of 
connoisseurs of early vintage 
autos. The car was borrowed 
from a fellow member. 

However, Jim is one of the 10 
or so electric car owners in Los 
Angeles and he hopes soon to 
have his own model spinning to 
work at its full 30 mph.
